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The proposed amendments to claims 29 and 35 do not obviate the 112, 2 paragraph of record. A codon is a set of three adjacent 
nucleotides that occur in mRNA. Applicants' proposed amendments recite that "the polynucleotide has a codon 531 , and wherein the 
codon 531 is a stop codon". The recitation "531" seems to reference one nucleic acid. These proposed amendments do not aid in 
clarifying the recitation "codon 531". Furthermore these proposed amendments were not entered because the term "isolated" is 
misspelled in claim 29. The 102(e) rejection of claims 29-36 and 38 is maintained. Applicants' arguments state that U.S. Patent 
5,336,615 (August 9, 1994) is not analogous art because the patent discloses genetically engineered endothelial cells having enhanced 
migration and enhanced plasminogen activation activity. This argument is not persuasive. Applicants' arguments are not commensurate 
in scope with the claims. While Applicants' claimed invention involves malignant transformation and metastasis the claims read on a 
polynucleotide product, which is anticipated by patent '615. As observed in the database sheet received by Applicants with the first action 
on the merits the claimed polynucleotide is anticipated by the said patent. For the reasons set forth the rejections of record in Paper 
number 12, mailed January 2, 2002 are maintained. 
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
